INFORMATION ON HOW TO EFFECT DRAWING CHANGES

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 

in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defmed in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated Gazel-Anthoine 
(US 5,167,400). 

Gazel-Anthoine discloses motor drive controller for a hoist having a casing 12 with a bi- 
directional drive motor 16 having a drive shaft located within the casing comprising: 

a position encoder including a position sensor 40 also located within the chain hoist 

casing, 

a direct mechanical drive coupling from the chain drive shaft to transmit rotary motion 
from the chain drive shaft to the position sensor 40 also located within the casing (col. 6, lines 4- 
7), and 

a tracking controller 30 also located within the casing and coupled to receive digitized 
electrical position outputs generated by the position sensor 40 and to provide drive outputs that 
accelerate rotation of the drive shaft upon movement of the drive shaft from a stopped condition 
to a rotating condition and which decelerate rotation of the drive shaft as the position outputs 
approach an externally determined destination position (col. 2, lines 64-68). 
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In regards to claim 1 1, Gazel-Anthoine discloses alternating current drive controller 28 
interposed between the motor drive 16 and the tracking controller 30 and a digital-to-analog 
converter. 

In regards to claim 12, Gazel-Anthoine discloses that the signals produced by the tracking 
controller 30 are digital and are converted to analog, then the alternating current drive controller 
28 sends analog signals to the motor 16. 

In regards to claim 13, Gazel-Anthoine discloses a motor stabilizing circuit 19 to hold the 
load in place when the intended position has been achieve. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 14 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the Umitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 10-13 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. The added limitation, e.g. claim 10, line 7, necessitated 
the new grounds of rejection.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
